TURNER BRANDS HOPKINS 


CASE AS 'NASTY MESS' 


Ptlice Report Is Careful 'Whitewashing;' 


Wilt Be Submitted to Council 


"The whole thing is a nasty mess," 


declared 
Commissioner 
of 
Public 
Health and Safety 
Fred C. Turner 
after receiving the report of Acting: 
Chief of Police Walter J. Petersen 
concerning the conduct of the Hoff- 
man c?f* at Seventh and Broadway 
by "Billy" Hopkins. 
• 
"I have Just received the report and 


have not had time to go over the 
matter cartful!}'. 
But Petersen de- 
clares that this man has lived with a 
woman as his wife, the woman being 
of bad character and not actually his 
wife. It is a nasty mess. 
"I shall lay my report before the 
city council 'Wednesday and It will 
then lest with the council to decide 
whether 
a 
man of this character 


should be allowed to hold a license 
from the city. I cannot say whether 
I shall make a recommendation until 
I have more carefully gone over the 
report." 
The report from Acting- Chief Pe- 


tersen contains reports made to Pe- 
terson by Captains Charles Bock and 
J. F. Lynch, Sergeants Robert Forgie, 
Frarik Sill, James Walters, William 
Brackett and Patrolmen C. G. Garga- 
dennec and Thomas Pardee. For the 
most part the reports administer a 
careful 
"whitewashing" 
with 
the 
statements that the officers have not 
"seen" any violation of the city ordi- 
nances at the Hoffman. 


MODIFIES STATEMENT. 


One 
report modifies this as fol- 
lows: 
"I have visited the, place after 1 a. 
rn. (the legal hour for discontinuing 
the sale of liquor), and have seen 
parties 
of men and women in the 
place as late as 4 a, m, I have not 
seen liquor served, but I have seen 
men and women leave the place at all 
hours under the influence of liquor." 


Although Sergeant Robert Forgie is 
on the day watch, his report to his 
chief is Illuminating. Forgie has vis- 
ited the Hoffman cafe during the day 
on several occasions, but falls to un- 
derstand how the manager can make 
a living, as nobody patronizes the re- 
sort during the hours of daylight. His 
report says: 
"In regards to the Hoffman cafe, 
run by William Hopkins, I have been 
on day duty since January 1 and have 
visited the cafe two or three times 
every week. 
I don't know how ie 
pays his rent or license, as I have 
never seen more than three or four 
persons in above cafe at any one time 
and most of the times not a soul, ex- 


cepting- the bartender and a colored 
waiter." 
Acting Chief Petersen offers no sug- 
gestion as to how the Hoffman has 
been conducted In the past, but care- 
fully confines his attention to the per- 
iod, about sixty days, during which he 
has been in charge of the police de- 
partment as acting chief. 


ARKAIGXS CONDITION'S. 


While showing an evident intent to 


handle the matter as conservatively 
as possible, the report is an arraign- 
ment of the 
conditions that would 
permit such a man as Hopkins to hold 
a license, protected by the city coun- 
cil. 
Petersen has carefully avoided 
criticising anybody in his report, and 
recognizing that an expose in an of- 
ficial manner 
of the "rotten hole" 


Tvould be an implicit criticism, he has 
limited himself to obvious facts. 
Petersen's letter follows in part:

would report that although he was 
held to answer to the Superior Court 
by Judge Mortimer 
Smith 
on the 
charge the evidence against him is 
slight and would not, In my judgment, 
be sufficient for a conviction in the 
Superior Court 
"William Hopkins, the proprietor pi 
the cafe, has not been conducting "a 
disorderly place since I have been in 
charge of the police department and 
the reports of the officers do not in- 
dicate that his place is conducted dif- 
ferently than other 
places 
of like 
character. He did live with a woman 
of the underworld for a number of 
years, and the woman conducted a 
disorderly house In the city up to the 
time of her death. She committed 
suicide and the papers made some" 
considerable comment concerning her 
death at the time and mentioned Wil- 
liam Hopkins' name 
in connection 


with her past life.

WEIGHTS AMD MEASURES 


DECLARED TO BE FALSE 


Federal Inspectors Wake Serious Cam- 


plaint Against San Francisco and 


Oakland Merchants 


That 68 per cent of the scales used by 


Oakland merchants In delivering goods 
to customers are Incorrect after mak- 
ing the usual "tolerance" Is the start- 
ling finding cf the bureau of standard* 
of the United &tates Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, after an Investigation 
local conditions. 
This condition of af- 


fairs was called to the attention of the 
city council this morning by Commissioner 
of Public Health and Safety Fred C. Tur- 
ner, when copies of the federal govern- 
ment report were filed with the cpuncll. 


As a result of the Investigation the po- 


sition of Inspector of weights and meas- 
ures In the city may be created under a 
special provision of the ctyy charter. 


The matter has been referred to City 


Attorney Ben F. Woolner to determine 
the powers of the council and the ques- 
tion as to whether action by the local 
council would conflict with the recently 
passed constitutional amendment. 


About the same condition of affairs as 


that In Oakland was found by the com- 
mittee of investigation In San Francisco 
and In a few other cities. 
The report 
states; 


NO LOCAL ORDINANCES. 


"The City of Oakland has no local ordi- 


nances on the subject of weights and 
measures, no city Inspection service and 
no city standards of weights and measures 
with which those In commercial use might 
be compared. In tho absence of state 
laws also the people of the city aro to- 
tally unprotected In this Important mat- 
ter. An Inspection made thi-raghout the 
storts and market places of the city shows 
that Inspection and competent lawi arc 
greatly needed here, and that In their 
absence conditions are such that the peo- 
ple are losing an enormous sum of money 
each year on account of shortages In tho 
amounts of commodity delivered to them. 


MANY ALLEGED ERRORS. 


The report further says: 
"It may be said, however, that the 


smaller stores In Oakland are relatively 
better than similar stores In San Fran- 
cisco, whllo the larger stores show more 
tendency to fraud her*. 


"An analysis shows so many Ifl-re* er- 


rors and such a perponderance of "fast" 
scales that fraud Is Indicated In very 
many cases. Further analysis confirms 
this belief. 'Thus, In one largo stand In 
oi)e of tho market places of the city, do- 
ing a very large business, seven «xpsn- 
iiive aittiea rti4u !r* u«c, &i;d 
every or? 


was no set that shortages of from three to 
eleven per cant were constantly delivered. 
Another stand had three scales of a simi- 
lar make and here also every one de- 
livered shortages of from 3 to 6 par cent. 
Again. In one of the largest stores In 
the city, of the fourteen scales In use, 
nine wero delivering short weight from 
1.7 per cent to 12 per cent, the scales In 
which more enpenslnve commodities were 
being weighed being In this condition. And 
the result of the use of such scales, 
us well at deliberate underwelghtng, Is 
shown when It Is discovered that of 51 
package* ready for delivery to the cus- 
tomer, »2 per cent wer« short from .1 
per cent to 3.4 per cent. The proprietor 
lifife s'iC"?r:d -j.i~if.in! ?/-noTrjMc'*» of ron- 
dltlons by his strenuous objections 
to 


having his package* rewelghed. 


"The public fuel market, which do»s a 


large business. Is In a deplorable condi- 
tion and fraud of all kind exists.

though an Inspection was made here, only

"The sale of butter In print form is 


of very great Importance on account of 
the high price of this commodity, as well 
as the fact that butter Is nearly always 
retailed In this form here, bulk butter 
being very rarely encountered. In the 
Investigation of this matter.182 prints of 
various sizes have been weighed.

to begin in the Superior Court today. 


REFUSES TO CITE "DOE."

except Porter, but asked that "John 
Doe" citations for the others be is- 
sued.

to warrant such procedure. He pro- 
ceeded to set the hearing of Porter j 
on the contempt charge for next Sat-!

National Bureau Issues State- 


ment Refuting Col. Roose- 


velt's Claims 


WASHINGTOK, May 20 —In 
the 


weekly statement from the national 
Tart bureau it Is declared that no 
possible political event in the comlns 
weeks can shake the control of the 
Chicagro convention by the Taft dele- 
gates, who already, it Is claimed, con- 
stitute a majority. The statement fol- 
lows- 


"President "William H 
Taft 
has 
passed through the crucial week of tho 
contest for the Republican nomination 
for President and emerges from It in 
full and undisputed control of the Re- 
publican national convention, which 
meets in Chicago in June. 
"With two 


district conventions yet to hear from 
the President has 562 delegates to his 
credit, or twenty-two moro than an 
actual majority in the national con- 
vention. 


"Theodore Roosevelt, on the other 


hand, forced to face confirmation of 
his certain defeat ends the week with 
366 delegates to his credit, or 174 del- 
egates short of a majority at Chicago 
Including two Congressional districts 
Saturday and the 100 other delegates 
which remain to be elected between 
now and June 4, there remain to be 
chosen for the Chicago convention 
only 104 delegates all told, so that Mr. 
Roosevelt's defeat for the nomination 
is absolutely certain 
There is no pos- 
sible political event involved in any 
subsequent choice of delegates to the 
Chicago convention which will shake 
the control of that 
convention by 
President Taft's delegates. 
Primaries 
in Ohio, New Jersey, South Dakota 
and^Arizona will add material strength 
to President Tafffs list of delegates 
and Increase the majority by which 
he will control 


NOrnVATTON ASSURED. 


"The President's renomination Is as- 
sured. The Republican principles for 
which he has waged this contest will 
be -written into the national platform 
of the Republican party this year. 
These facts are already recognized and 
understood, by the rank and flle of the 
party everywhere, and only the hys- 
terical vaporings of Mr. Roosevelt's 
campaign mandgers, naturaJly cha- 
grined at having lost the battle and 
striving only to make defeat as honor, 
able as possible, now rend the ac- 
count. The band wagon is going by 
and they know it, hence their desper- 
ate misfetatement of facts. 


"One ot the most ludicrous events 


of the whole campaign has been the 
utter inability of Mr. Roosevelt and 
his campaign managers to agree on 
the number ot delegates they should 
claim for Roosevelt when it became 
evident that Mr. Taft, on Wednesday 
last, was about to pass into absolute 
eohtrol of the Chicago convention. At 
Toledo, Ohio, Mr. Roosevelt, without 
consultation with any one, claimed 
600 TdHes for himself, while at the 
same time 
in Washington Senator 


Dlxon, his campaign manager, claimed 
only 419. 
The next day Mr. Dbcon 
came back with another claim, this 
time of 603 delegates, although only 
twelve delegates had been elected In 
the ^meantime. 


"These humoroTls Incidents irierely 
indicate that at no time in this cam- 
paign has Mr. Roosevelt or his man- 
agers ever taken the trouble to figure 
out their exact strength in the Chi- 
cagro convention. 
Characteristically, 
they have taken everythiog for grant- 
ed and, serenely trusting in their own 
Infallibility, they have claimed every- 
thing in Bight and a good deal that 
never was in Bight.

Eastern Question Disquiets Europe Again. 


The activities of the Italian navy in .the JEgean sea and the 


seizure of; several of the more important islands in the archipel- 
ago commanding the coast of Asia'Minor and the entrance to the 
Dardanelles have revived the Near Eastern question-in-Europe 
and is creatingmuch,uneasiness among the great powers. The re- 
cent bombardment of the forts at the entrance to the Dardanelles 
by the Italian fleet was ysed by Turkey .as a..pretext to give .public 
notice %•'maritime nations-of its intention to close ;the strait to 
commerce Wardiess ol'the announcement by the Italian govern- 
ment that, haS/ang made the: naval, demonstration satisfactorily, 
it had no intention of attempting to force the passage to the sea 
of Marmora, But the seizure of; Rhodes and other strategic 
Turkish islands in the JEgean sea as a means of starving Turkey 
out of Tripoli and facilitating the Italian occupation has aroused 
the fears :of the great powers concerned in Turkish affairs that 
their respective interests; may thereby be imperiled. Whether it 
was theJtaJiftH government's intention to drag them into its con- 
tention with-Turkey,and thus make more certain the successful 
extension of .its sovereignty over Tripoli or not, it is apparently! 
having that effect. 
: 


Russia is. using the incident-of the bombardment of -the Dar- 


danelles forts and the closure of'the strait as & pretext to renew 
its.demand for the freedom of the passage of its warships from 
the;Black sea into the-Mediterranean from which it is now bar- 
red by the terms of the Berlin treaty, to which all of the great 
powers of Europe were signatories. Before that treaty can be 
modified or jabrogated, it will be necessary to obtain the consent 
of the principal maritime-ijations concerned in the making of that 
inatrumentr'-namely, Great Britain, France, Germany and Italy. 
All'of the ;<|ther powers-that were parties to the treaties are of 
little •consequence as maritime nations and their combined naval 
strength is insignificant. Germany is no doubt ready at present 
to give her consent in consideration of the expansion of the rail- 
road concessions she holds through Asia Minor to Bagdad, to aid 
her plans for the commercial exploitation of Persia and facilitate 
her desire, to reach the head of the Persian gulf and the Indian 
ocean by a direct land route which will greatly increase her com- 
mercial prestige*:in, Asiatic waters. : But ;England and France 
show no disposition"to approve Russia's'program. Indeed, in the 
light 'of recent developments in the Near East and Germany's 
favorable 'attitude towards the Russian proposition, more than 
ordinary significance is attached to the new plan of the (krcnae 
of thl North sea shores of the British isles which has just .been 
put into effect by the British Admiralty:/as greater security 
againkt Germany's naval'expansion.

Holmes, Old Sl-uth and the others of 
their Ilk. 
He hacl it figured out to a 


certainty, and dreamed - each . day of the 
riches he'd roll up and the joy.ho'd take 
in mystifying-- the heavy-witted, Jmagi-, 
nation-lacking police of this city. 


Like most dreamers or theorists, he 


omitted to give proper consideration to 
the element of fact. 
Now, the police 


sometimes prove surprisingly illogical in 
the theory of detecting crime, however, 
fertile in theorizing? about phases of

—recognize facts. They recognized gome 
facts which this dreamer had failed to 
take Into account, and presently recog- 
nized and arrested him.

Prospective Transatlantic Yacht Race. 


The interest of the, sporting element throughout the country 


has been suddenly aroused in aquatics through the European 
cruise of the American. three-masted schooner yacht. Korina and 
the rapid passage she is making across the Atlantic to Cowes. 
The incident has awakened the desire of the German emperox 
who is an ardent yachtsman, to revive international ocean yacht 
racing, and he is planning, according to a Berlin dispatch, to ar- 
range an international transatlantic contest from Kiel to Sandy 
Hook. 


Interest in international yacht-raci>g has been absolutely 


dead since the consecutive defeats of each of the three. Shamrocks 
with which Sir Thomas Lipton attempted to lift "the blooming 
mug," as he called it,'known as the "America" cup, which'trophy 
has rested on the western shore of the "Western Ocean" in Amer- 
ican ownership, since Commodore Stevens brought it triumphant- 
ly over from England in 1851 when he won it with his famous 
yacht which outdistanced the entire Royal yacht squadron in an 
open channel race'off the Isle of Wight. 


All of the "America cup" yacht races have been- contested 


over short courses. The earlier of the series were sailed over a 
course inside New York harbor; later, the course was laid in the 
offing outside Sandy Hook. But in 1866, three American yachts 
—the Henrietta, Fleetwing and Vesta, the latter a centerboard 
craft—engaged in a transatlantic race from Sandy Hook to The 
Needles, off Land's End, Cornwall, in which the first-nained 
triumphed. That was a historic ocean race but no attempt has 
been made.-since to" repeat it. In the year 1885, after being de- 
feated by the Puritan in the struggle for the "America" cup, the 
British cutter yacht Genesta engaged in two ocean races against 
the American schooner yacht Dauntless—one from Sandy Hook 
to Cape May and return, and the other from Sandy Hook to New- 
port-Light and, return. The cutter won both races handily. The 
return part of the Newport Light race was sailed in a raging gale, 
in which the British yacht showed her superior sea-going quali- 
ties by covering the long course without mishap, while the Daunt- 
less limped1 into New York harbor badly wrecked, passing Sandy 
Hcok Light over seven hours behind her rival. 


There is no prospect, at present, of any new attempt being 


made by English yachtbmen to recover the "America" cup. They 
have been beaten so often that they have grown discouraged. But 
if the German Kaiser succeeds in getting up an international 
transatlantic race, the yachting world at large will become in- 
tensely interested. Such a contest will be of genuine value, as it 
will afford an opportunity for a display of seamanship by the dif- 
ferent crews as well as putting the quality of the different types 
of vessels participating in it to the severest test, which is the 
underlying purpose of the sport of yachting. 


Tomorrow Ohio will hold its presidential convention primar- 


ies. Taft made a whirlwind campaign through his home State 
during the past, week and there is every reason to believe that he 
will secure a handsome majority of its delegates. His nomina- 
tion on the first ballot at the National Republican Convention at

It Is pretty well understood that most of 
the organized cheering at Intercollegiate 
games Is as much for the purpose of dis- 
concerting foes as of heartening friends. 
Especially unsportsmanlike Is tho spirit 
which permits and encourages tho hooting 
and Jeering of ;rivals In an attempt to 
'rattle" tho players and prevent them 
from putting forth .. their 
best efforts. 


This practice prevails more commonly, 
perhaps, at professional exhibitions of 
our national game, when the visiting 
team Is subjected to all sorts of Insults 
at tho hands of their hosts, or at least 
thoso who represent their city In the 
grand stand.and on Uio u'ltai'uoib. It Is 
one that deserves to be sternly discour- 
aged. It cannot be said that students In 
our Institutions of learning have always 
set a good example In this respect to thflr 
noncolleglate brethren.

Boats Rescue Victims of Seat- 


tle Accident; Divers Seek 


Bodies 


SEATTLE, May 20.—Two persons are 


known to have been drowned and forty 
or more Injured yesterday when the ad- 
justable end of a temporary passenger 
gang-plank at tbe Colman Sock dropped*, 
precipitating sixty passenger* into the 
water as they were preparing to "boattl 
the Sound steamer Flyer for Tacoma. The 
dead:

The child was dead when taken out of 


the water and Ttfrs. learned diea on the 
pier. 


Most of-the injured were Only slightly 


bruised or out bj- striking agsjnst pili 
and the hull of tbe Flyer when they fell 
Into the water, and all will recover. 


The Flyer had Just discharged her pas- 


sengers from Tacoma. and was preparing 
to load for the 11 o'clock return trip. 
The pier was crowded with passengers 
who were pressing persons on to the 
gangplank in their eagerness to get 
aboard. 


The gangplank was a freight slip that 


had been rigged up for passenger u»« 
after the steamship Alameda dcmollaltod 
the main waiting-room of the Colman 
dock when she crashed into the pier three 
weeks ago. The plank was adjusted by a 
wormblock, and It is supposed that this 
hod become sprung BO that the cogs did 
not fit perfectly. A defective cog brok« 
under the weight of tho crowding pas- 
sengers and the shock oC tUa Inch drop 
was sufficient to strip the cogs and let 
the end of tho plank fall, the screaming 
passengers rolling and sliding down the 
steep incline into the water between the 
wharf and the Flyer. The wafer was dot- 
ted with frantic people struggling to reach; 
the boats whjoh were lowered from sev- 
eral near-by vessels. 


Tho Flyer could not be moved be- 


cause her whirling propellers would have 
chopped the Struggling people to pieces, 
and It was difficult for the small boats 
to get to those caught between the ves- 
sel and the pier, although til were finally 
rfscued. 


It Is believed that every one. on the 


gangway when the accident happened 
hns been accounted for, but to ft\akK cer- 
tain that none wont to the bottom and 
was caught in the piling, divers were or- 
dered to explore the slip thoroughly. 


After working two hours t)io dlvors re- 


norted that they found no boil I on nt the 


bottom Of the slip, and the Coroner is 
confident that all who fell into the water 
have been accounted for. 


Newton Johns, a colored 
bootblack. 


leaped from the wharf when the accident 
happened and saved several women. He 
was iu the water half an hour helping 
women into the lifeboats.

DIANA DE POITIERS 


By LILLIAN RUSSELI

jROBABLY the most beautiful and remarkable wo- 


man of the court life in France was Diana de 
Poitiers, namesake of the Diana of mythology and 
emulating her in many ways. Her charm of face 
and figure remained with her for sixty-five years. 
She was of noble birth and was born September 3, 


1499. She was married at the age of 13 to Louis de Breze, 
grandson of Charles VII of France. 
After the death of her 


husband she affected black and white and wore no colors the 
balance of her life. The fashion of affecting one color was 
followed by many great women in after years. Mme. Pompa- 
dour cared for only pink and blue, and Mme. Du Barry prefer- 
red a peculiar pink called "rose Du Barry." Diana was cele- 
brated for her great beauty, having a tall and well-rounded 
figure. Her features were regular, her complexion faultless 
and her hair was a rich purple black. That the extraordinary 
duration of her beauty was due to the precautions which she 
adopted there is no doubt, for she spared no effort to secure 
it. She Tvas jealously careful of her health. She allowed no 
cosmetics to approach1 her, denouncing every compound of the 
kind as worthy only of those to whom nature had been so nig- 
gardly as to compel them to finish her imperfect work. 


She was a marvelous horsewoman. She arose at 6 o'clock 


every morning, rode her horse at a gallop for an hour or so, 
then returned to the palace, took her bath in cold water, then 
she went to bed for a couple of hours, which she spent in read- 
ing. When she was 32 she charmed Henry, Duke of Orleans, 
the second son of Francis I, then at the age of 17. 


Modern fear has pronounced 30 as the age of decline, but to 


Diana it was the budding of her youth, for the love she had 
for Henry was of the uplifting kind. She soon inspired him 
to an ardent and romantic passion. Being young, she under- 
took to form her character and manners on the model of the 
PreuxvChevalier. The court of Francis I was often the scene 
of scandalous scenes, for the favorite of the king, Henry's 
father, was the Duchess d'Etampes, who was ten years young- 
er than Diana. Naturally Diana's beauty made her furious. 
Her partisans appeased the wrath of the duchess by calling 
Diana "Old Wrinkles," although she looked much younger 
than the duchess. 


Henry, hpwever, in nowise weakened at these assaults, at 


a tournament held in 1541 assumed Diana's colors and entered 
the lists as her champion. He caused the royal "H" to be en- 
twined with her patrician "D" upon the sculptured facade of 
the Louvre Palace, also upon the frescoes of the palace of 
Fontainbleau. Diana was rich and received also a large in- 
come from the crown. The king bestowed upon her the duchy 
.of Valentinoes, with right to assume the title. 


History relates that the age of 50 Diana was like a woman 


of 25. Her enemies invented stories that she dealt in the black 
arts and that she was indebted to potions compounded by un- 
holy hands for her perennial youth. But her magic was one 
which any one may practice without endangering her soul— 
the magic of amiability, regular habits and vigorous exercise. 
She died in April, 1556, at the age of 67. Her beauty remained 
with her to the end.

Government to Attack Rail- 


road's Holdings Within 


Six Weeks 


Concerning a 'Reformer' Not Always So 


Minded, and Now at It for Revenge 


Conspiracy to Obtain Land 


Worth Millions Is Alleged 


by Officials 


LOS ANGELES, May 20—Federal 


officials here announced today that 
within six weeks the ent're holdings 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany in the oil sections of California 
would be attacked by the government 
The railroad's holdings in the state 
are •worth millions, comprising much 
of the richest of the oil lands. 


The next step In the hearing In- 


volving the Elk Hill lands, which the 
government is now seeking to reclaim, 
will be a probe of the company's 
books in San Francisco. The hearing 
has been adjourned until June, when 
Special Assistant Attorney-General W. 
N. Mills and Federal District Attorney 
A. E. McCormick will go to San Fran- 
cisco to wind up the government's 
case. Through a copy of a lease, the 
government claimed to have proven 
the existence of a gigantic conspiracy, 
formed, it was said, by Southern Pa- 
cific officials In 1904. to secure oil 
lands in the state worth millions. The 
officials of the company knew, it was 
alleged, that the land they selected 
as agricultural was in reality rich oil- 
bearing territory and that patents 
•were rushed through in the name of 
the Kern Trading and Oil Company. 
The government alleges this concern 
Is nothing but a "dummy" and is in 
reality the Southern Pacific Company 
Itself. 
Mills left for Washington today and 


will present to the attorney-general 
the facts upon which a blanket at- 
tack will be framed.

From SanFranciscc Call, Sunday Morning, May 19, 1912 


N Oakland there is a publication called the Enquirer. It is a poor imitation of a newspaper. 


Owning or controlling it is a poor imitation of a man, George C. Pardee. Once he doctored 
eyes, but he quit doing that—voluntarily, we believe—and thereby rendered his best service 
to the community. Once he was Governor of California, probably the poorest Governor this 


State ever endured, which is saying a good deal. He did not voluntarily quit that job; the bosses 
of the Southern Pacific machine, who gave it to him, would not trust him again, having learned 
that he was not, as the politicians say, "the noblest work of God." Ever since Pardee has buen a 
reformer, for purposes of revenge only. 


The other day Pardee's Enquirer had this to say about The Call, under the heading, "The Folly 


of Newspaper Lying." 


The poor old Call, unwilling to acknowledge the defeat of Tuesday, Is harping: on the size of the vote at the 


presidential primary election and claiming that, in spite at the loss of the twenty-six delegates from California, 
Taft has over POO votes in the convention and is assured of enough more to give him control of the convention 
and the nomination. 
This Is the same poor old Call that solemnly assured its readers last Tuesday morning that Taft would carry 


California by at least 35,000 and that the twenty-six delegates from this State would surely go to Chicago in- 
structed to vote and work for the/ nomination of their candidate. 
This was a lie, and every one at all conversant with the situation knew that It -was a lie. The Call must have 


known that the statement was, like many others published in that paper during tha campaign, untrue, and the 
only object in publishing it was to get for Taft a few votes of those who are always looking for a chance to get 
on the band wagon. 
If this was not the case, and the statement was made in good faith, then the men publishing that paper are 


not qualified to collect and give to the public the news or to advise their readers in public matters. 


A newspaper that will lie to its readers in order to influence their votes, or is so poorly informed that it can 


not get nearer the facts than its statements on election morning that Taft would carry California Is not worthy 
of consideration or belief, and no attention should be paid to convention claims of such papers. 


As the readers of The Call'know, this specimen of Pardeeism is itself "lying"—stupid, clumsy 


falsehood. The nearest The Call came to publishing anything of the kind was .to print, within quo- 
tation marks, an interview with Campaign Manager Hammond and, exactly as prepared by them- 
selves, statements from former Governor Gillett and Mrs. Abbie E. Kerbs bravely enough pre- 
dicting the success of President Taft in the California primary. 


An eye doctor—a real eye doctor—might make Pardee see straight; nothing short of a miracle 


of regeneration could make him talk, write or act straight. 


Now, The Call cares little what is said about it by newspapers of the Enquirer's class; it cares 


little for the abuse of men of Pardee's class. Ordinarily we would pay no attention to such a piece 
of coarse and obvious malevolence as that quoted above. 


But Pardee was once Governor. No honor earned attaches to him from that opportunity and 


experience, only the empty title of "ex-governor," to which he clings. And Pardee misuses that 
fact and the fact of his control of a public print to the attempted injury of those he hates—they 
are legion—and of those who distrust and despise him.' A roster of these latter would be about 
the equivalent of the great register of the State. Pardee is powerless to hurt The Call, but there 
may be those among the objects of his spite and spleen who hold themselyes damaged by his at- 
tacks. Perhaps some of. them foolishly fear him. For this reason The Call notices, incidentally, 
the Enquirer's lie, and particularly the Enquirer's liar. 


Hold your noses, then, and look out for your clothes while we beat a Pardee out of the brush. 
It was a narrow chance by which this whiskery hypocrite squeaked into office in 1902. He util- 


ized an early opportunity to prove his devotion to the people's interest by turning over the San 
Francisco water front to a gang of professional politicians, headed by his chief political adviser, 
Chas. Spear. Incidentally, Spear had long been a Herrin henchman. It was a great harbor administra- 
tion. True, it did not pull up the piles and sell them; but what it did would make good retelling 
any time, including the story of Charley Spear's new house and the story of the candy and station- 
ery concession in the ferry building. 


Pardee was still misgoverning California when the earthquake came. San Franciscans vividly 


recall how ht established himself comfortably in Oakland and* refused to come across the bay to 
confer with the men who were trying to save and, later, to rehabUitate the stricken city. What- 
ever its motive, the course of Pardee at that time sickened the nfti who came from the east at 
that time to help us. The smash Collier's Weekly took at him for it is probably one of the things 
not to be found in the Pardee scrapbook. 


Four years of broken promises and of dry rot in State affairs left Pardee itching for another 


term. It was worse than an itch; it was an eczema. He is still busy denying that he begged Her- 
rin for another chance and' that he personally appealed to Abe Euef for renomination at Santa 
Qruz in 1906. Men who know merely laugh at these denials. 


In January, 1907, Pardee was free to go back to Oakland and engage in the business of reform 


and revenge. He renewed an old political partnership for that purpose. The business ran along 
nicely and, we may presume, profitably, until the. partner was caught with the goods on him. Part- 
ner Dalton is now in San Quentin, a felon, convicted of asking and taking a bribe for misuse of his 
office as Assessor of Alameda county. Partner Pardee is still doing business at the old stand. 


Possibly Pardee could never have been Governor but for Dalton; probably Dalton could not have 


been Assessor but for Pardee's help. Dalton, too, was a reformer, a' friend of the people. The 
Enquirer was his organ when he was running for office; it was his sympathetic friend when he 
Vas running for his present position. Partner Pardee might devote some of the Enquirer's space 
to a sermon for the especial benefit of Partner Dalton. We would suggest as a title "The Folly of 
Taking Bribe Money—When It Is Marked and Anybody Is Looking." 


Herein we have touched only a few of the least noisome places in Pardee's record. There are 


more of them and worse of them, but—phew!

for the time by falling upon a narrow

COURT DECIDES 


IN CITY'S 


SAN FRANCISCO, 
May 20.—The 
District Court of Appeals at noon to- 
day decided in favor of the city In 
a suit begun four years ago by Attor- 
ney Daniel O'Connell and others to 
acquire possession of the United Rail- 
roads, California Street Railway Com- 
pany, Presidio' and Ferries Railroad 
Company, Pacific Telephone Company 
and Home Telephone Company. 
The charter provides two methods of 


acquiring public utilities, one by direct 
action and legislation by the Board of 
Supervisors, and the other by petition 
of citizens. 
O'f^onnell chose the latter 


method, obtained 19,000 signatures to a 
petition for the city to acquire the prop- 
erty of the five corporations and pre- 
sented them to Clerk John E. Behan of 
the Board of Supervisors. This was in 
the early part of 1808. Behan refused to 
verify the names and O'Connell applied 
for a writ of mandamus to compel him 
to So so. An appeal was taken to the 
district court. Assistant District Attor- 
ney Norse contended that the provlslo» 
of the law requiring a petition of citi- 
zens was Intended to direct the Super- 
visors to acquire a telephone company or 
a street railway company' and not any 
particular one, .and that It was the duty 
of the board to legislate to that end and 
discover what the existing corporations 
would sell for. 
This ground was sup- 


ported by the District Court In the de- 
cision rendered today in favor of Behan 
ana the city and against O'Connell and his 
petitioners.

PEOPLES WATER CO. 


A communication addressed to "the 
holders of stocks and bonds of the 
Peo- 
ples Water Co." was read, calling atten- 
tion, to the fact that the rainfall of San 
Francisco bay region for the past four- 
teen months has been less than half of 
normal and that lisht snow In the Sierras 
and low water In Hetch-Hetchy valley 
was suoh as to render, in the company's 
judgment, this source ot supply for the 
bay cities an absurdity. 
The Peoples Company called attention 


to the two years' supply at Lake 
Cha- 
bot and the 'extensive development of 
the company's underground waters. The 
letter is as follows. 


To the Holders of the 
Stocks 
and 
Bonds of the Peoples Water 
company: 
During the past'14 months the rainfall 
in the region of Sau Francisco bay has 
been less than half the normal. Similar 
conditions obtained in. the 
years 1861, 
1SS4, 1877 and 1898. 
While more water 


would be generally welcome, It is not 
essential for the domestic water 
sup- 


ply.The light snowfall In the Sierras and 
the consequent low stage of water In the 
7 Hetch-Hetohy valley furnish convincing 
evidence of the absurdity of seriously 
considering this source of water supply 
for the bay cities. 
The Irrigation 
dis- 
tricts have the first claim to these wat- 
ers. The great ten billion gallon reser- 
voir of the Modesto Irrigation district 
Is now empty and tho stream flow which 
belongs to the farmers will dry up about 
June. 
The Irrigation districts this season will 
get barely 60 per cent of 
the 
water 
absolutely required tor their needs. The 
unquestioned rights of the farmers and 
the requirements of these Irrigation dis- 
tricts show conclusively that San Fran- 
cisco's hopes of a water supply from the 
HetctL-Hetchy ^ project are small Indeed, 
unless she Is prepared to pay the cost 
of coloswJ dams which may be used 
v -for Impoundlig water only is those few 
y and exceptional seasons when the flow 


Is greater than tho fast growing needs 
of the Irrigation districts. 
Th« tub-normal rainfall serves to em- 
phasize the fallacies In the noisy argu- 
ments of politicians, interested parties 
and those wise In their own line of 
work but ignorant of water problems. 
Locally, tills saason of light rainfall Is 
valuable In showing those Interested in 
the east bay cities the potential strength 
of the Peoples Water company, as proven 
by the following data:

while the average daily consumption will 
of course increase durinp the summer 
months, this Increase will be met in great 
part from additional sources of supply 
now being; developed In tho hills east 
of Berkeley from which large quantities 
of water will be dellevere.il to tha 
com- 
pany's mains In June. 


The distributing systsm of the Peoples 
water company now consists of 851 miles 
of pipe, a mileage nearly double that used 
in the water system of either Ban Fran- 
cisco or Los Angeles. 


The very satisfactory Increase noted In 
the table showing "Water Rants Only 
Paid" by consumers is evidence that the

simple device.
